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REPORT. 


The  Council  for  the  year  ending  14tli  Koveniber  1900 
liave  to  report  to  the  Annual  Assembly  of  Academicians 
as  follows  : — 

I.  The  Seventy-fourth  Exhibition  was  opened  on  Satur- 
day the  17th  of  February,  and  was  closed  on  Saturday  the 
26th  of  May.  It  comprised  660  Paintings  in  Oil  and 
AVater-Colour,  33  works  in  Sculpture,  59  Architectural 
Drawings,  a number  of  Etchings,  and  Drawings  in  Black 
and  AVhite. 

II.  At  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Academy,  held  on 
I4th  February,  Alexander  Eoche  and  Jolin  Henry  Lorimer 
were  elected  to  the  rank  of  Academician  to  fill  the 
vacancies  caused  by  the  death  of  Alexander  Fraser  and 
John  Smart. 

III.  The  General  Assembly  of  the  Academy  will  be 
called  upon  in  February  1901  to  elect  an  Academician  to 
fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  W.  E.  Lockhart. 

IV.  A Eeception  was  held  in  the  Galleries  on  the 
evening  of  Thursday,  the  8th  of  ^larch,  when  the  President 
and  Council  had  the  pleasure  of  receiving  a large  and 
distinguished  company,  and  a sum  of  upwards  of  £113 
was  collected  in  aid  of  the  Lord  Provost’s  South  African 
War  Funds. 

V.  The  Librarian  and  the  Curators  of  the  Library  report 
as  follows  : — 

“The  Library  was  open  from  6tli  November  to  25th  June — 
29  evenings  in  all. 
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The  aggregate  attendance,  214,  shows  a slight  advance  on  that 
of  the  previous  year,  the  highest  which  had  then  been  recorded. 
The  students  of  the  Academy’s  Life  Class,  it  is  gratifying  to  note, 
continue  to  attend  in  increasing  numbers. 

‘‘  About  the  middle  of  May  permission  w^as  obtained  from  the 
Council  to  allow  the  students  to  borrow  a certain  class  of  the 
volumes,  and  this  privilege  has  been  largely  taken  advantage  of. 
The  books  were  returned  promptly  and  in  good  condition.  Other- 
wise tlie  volumes  borrowed  exceeded  the  average.

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VIT,  The  Council  regret  having  to  record  the  death 
of  W.  E.  Lockhart,  E.S.A.,  and  Thomas  Faed,  E.A.,  an 
Honorary  Member  of  the  Academy. 

VIIT.  William  Ewart  Lockhart,  K.S.A.,  was  born  in 
Dumfriesshire  in  1846.  He  came  to  Edinburgh  in  1861, 
and  in  that  year  commenced  exhibiting  in  the  Eoyal 
Scottish  Academy,  when  he  had  two  works  in  the  Exhibi- 
tion— one  “ A Coast  Scene,”  and  the  other  a figure  subject 
called  “ Lara’s  Page  listening  to  the  Quarrel  of  the  Chiefs.’" 
He  was  admitted  as  a student  of  the  Life  School  of  the 
Academy  in  1862,  and  also  studied  painting  under  Mr. 
J.  B.  McDonald,  E.S.A.  In  1864,  in  consequence  of  tlie 
state  of  his  health,  he  made  a voyage  to  Australia;  and  on 
his  return,  after  nearly  two  years’  residence  in  Edinburgh, 
lie  went  to  Spain,  v/here  he  spent  some  time  studying  in 
the  different  Galleries.  He  found  subjects  and  material 
suitable  to  his  taste  in  that  country,  to  which  he  occa- 
sionally returned,  and  for  a number  of  years  produced 
works  chiefly  illustrative  of  Spanish  life  and  story.  He 
also  visited  Italy  and  Greece.  Latterly  he  devoted  much  of 
his  time  and  attention  to  portraiture  and  landscape.  In 
1887  he  received  Her  Majesty’s  commission  to  paint  for  the 
Eoyal  Galleries  at  Windsor  a picture  of  the  Jubilee 
Celebration  in  Westminster  Abbey.  He  removed  soon  after 
to  London.  Among  his  principal  works  are: — “Priscilla, 
the  Puritan  Maiden,”  1870;  “The  Orange  Harvest,”  1874; 
“ Don  Quixote,”  1875;  “Gil  Bias  and  the  Archbishop  of 
Granada,”  1878;  “ Alnaschar,”  1879;  “Cardinal  Beaton,” 
1880  ; “ The  Cid  and  the  Five  Moorish  Kings,”  1882  ; “ The 
Swine  Herd,”  1885  ; “ The  Church  Lottery,”  1886  ; “ Glaucus 
and  Kydia,”  1887;  “The  Venerable  the  Archdeacon  of 
London,”  1893  ; “ The  Eight  Hon.  the  Speaker,”  1894  ; “ The 
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Eight  Honourable  Arthur  Balfour,”  1898.  Among  his 
works  in  water-colour  are : — “ The  lioyal  Procession  passing 
George  Street,”  1877  ; “Durham,”  1882  ; “A  Baptism  in  San 
Giovanni,  Sienna,”  “ House  of  Cornelius  Eufus,”  and  “ Street 
of  the  Tombs,  Pompeii,”  1884. 

He  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  Eoyal  Scottisli 
Academy  in  1871,  and  attained  tlie  rank  of  Academician  in 
1878.  In  1888  he  was  appointed  by  the  Academy  its 
Eepresent alive  Trustee  of  the  British  Institution  Scliolar- 
sliip  Fund  in  room  of  the  late  FTorman  Macbeth,  E.S.A. 
He  was  also  a member  of  the  Eoyal  Water-Colour  Society. 
His  death  took  place  at  London  on  9th  February  1900. 

IX.  Thomas  Faed,  E.A.,  H.E.S  A.,  was  born  in  1826 
at  Barlay  Mill,  Gatehouse  of  Fleet,  in  the  stewartiy  of 
Kirkcudbiight,  where  his  father  was  a Millwright  and 
Engineer.  Having  early  shown  a strong  feeling  for  Art,  he 
came  to  Edinburgh  when  yet  a youth,  and  entered  the 
Board  of  Trustees’  Scliool  of  Design,  as  a student  under 
Sir  William  Allan,  where  in  course  of  1847  he  gained 
the  first  prize  for  Painting.  He  also  studied  Miniature 
painting  under  his  elder  brother,  Mr.  John  Faed,  E.S.A., 
who  at  that  time  ])ractised  the  art  in  Edinburgh. 

He  exhibited  his  first  picture  in  the  Eoyal  Scottish 
Academy  in  1844,  a water-colour  called  “Scene  from  the 
Old  English  Baron,”  and  soon  after  took  to  oil  painting. 
For  eight  consecutive  years  lie  contributed  liberally  to 
the  Academy’s  Annual  Exhibition.  In  1852  he  removed  to 
London  ; his  works,  however,  were  frequently  seen  thereafter 
in  the  Eoyal  Scottish  Academy,  and  continued  to  be  very 
attractive.  To  domestic  genre  painting  he  was  devoted,  and 
in  that  branch  of  art  achieved  great  distinction  and  success. 
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For  the  subjects  of  his  works  he  generally  chose  incidents  in 
the  cottage  life  of  Scotland,  its  song  and  stoiy.  A consider- 
able number  of  his  pictures  have  been  engraved.  Among 
his  most  characteristic  works  are  : — “The  Draught  Players,” 
1847  ; “The  Thorn  in  the  Foot,”  1848;  “ Fiist  Letter  from 
the  Emigrants,”  1849;  “Scott  and  Ids  Literary  Friends  at 
Abbotsford,”  engraved  by  his  brother,  IMr.  James  Faed  ; 
“The  First  Step,”  1852;  “The  Mitherless  Bairn,”  1855; 
“The  First  Break  in  tlie  Family,”  1857  ; “From  Dawn  to 
Sunset,”  1873  ; “ Home  and  the  Homeless,”  1856  ; “ Sunday 
in  the  Backwoods,”  1859;  “Coming  Events  Cast  their 
Shadows  before  ” and  “ His  only  Pair,”  1 860  ; “ From  Dawn 
to  Sunset,”  1861;  “ Tiie  Silken  Gown”  and  “The  Irish 
Orange  Girl,”  1863;  “Our  Washing  Day”  and  “ Baith 
Faither  and  Mither,”  1864;  “Pot  Luck”  and  “Ere  Care 
Begins,”  1866;  “Worn  Out,”  “The  Flower  o’  Dunblane,” 
and  “ The  Cradle,”  1868  ; “ Homeless,”  1869  ; “ A Highland 
Mother,”  1870;  “A  AVee  Bit  Fractious,”  1871. 

He  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  Loyal  Scottish 
Academy  in  1850,  but  resigned  on  his  election  to  the 
xVssociateship  of  the  Loyal  Academy  in  1862.  In  the  same 
year  he  was  elected  an  Honorary  Member  of  the  Loyal 
Scottish  Academy,  and  in  further  recognition  of  his  high 
talent  as  a painter  he  was  entertained  by  the  Members 
of  the  Academy  at  a banquet  given  in  Edinburgh  in  1873. 
He  died  at  his  residence  in  London  on  17th  August. 

X,  The  President  and  Council  resolved,  on  15th  August, 
to  present  a humble  address  of  sympathy  and  condolence  to 
Her  Majesty  the  Queen  on  the  death  of  her  beloved  son. 
His  Loyal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Saxe-Coburg  and  Gotha,
